Ironically, one of the stars to emerge under Perin was 
Neil Banfield, the England Youth player signed by Bob 
D'Ottavi — and also centre-back Neville Flounders, 
who had had a spell with D'Ottavi at Campbelltown 
before returning to England. 

Banfield, late in the season, had secured his friend 
Les Carter, England Youth squad striker, but he 
arrived too late to do any real damage to the opposition. 

The money crises receded, but at the same time so 
did the team's chances. 

Early in the season Boral came up with a $30,000

- EDITORIAL 


Witn the 1982 season coming to 
an end, and coaching appoint- 
ments for next season to be de- 
cided by most clubs, it is time to 
consider the need for ‘player- 
coaches’ in Australia. 

There is a need for a transitional step 
between ‘player’ and ‘club coach’. 

And the ideal way is for senior players 
to be given an assisting position to the 
senior club coach while still playing. 

In England, this has been a recog- 
nised stage — in fact that is the way

it is a move which few clubs have 
explored in Australia. However, many 
players take the giant step from player 
to senior coach — a sudden change 
from ‘one of the boys’ to ‘the boss’. 

It is not an easy task. Some have 
succeeded, some have failed. An alarm- 
ing trend has been that when a player- 
turned-coach fails — at least in the eyes 
of his club committee — he drops out of 
the game. 

Club committees should look to offer- 
ing oné of their senior players a ‘player- 
coach’ position. 

The other alternative for a potential 
coach is to go down to one of the lower 
division clubs and work his way up, 
usually over a number of years. 

If a player has his eyes on a coaching 
Position in the future, the best way to 
approach it would be to act as an 
assistant to the senior club coach, 
learning from him and accepting a de- 

ree of sibility. 
S And eocian pte ay would be a 
fitting reward from a club for a long- 
serving player. 

The only examples in Australian Soc- 
cer in recent years have been Jimmy 
Rooney at Heidelberg, where he served 
as reserve team coach under the gui- 
dance of Len McKendry, and Ron Corry, 
who assisted with coaching at Marconi, 
particularly with goalkeepers, and this 
year took charge of Canterbury- 
Marrickville in the NSW State League. 

Prospective player-coaches im- 
mediately spring to mind — for example 
Col Curran at castle, Peter Hens- 
man at Croatia, Joe Watson at Sydney 
City, Neil McGachey at West Adelaide, 
Ross Brown at Canterbury, John Stod- 
dart at Riverwood. 

Too often coaches in their first ap-
